are commpr into this country from Rus- 
sia, It is true that just now we are lutv- 
iug <|uite enough imnugratioii from all 
countries; but, even although some of 
the Russian Jews are as undesirable as 
the worst who come to the United 
States, tli^y are not altogether bad. 


The criticism has ofteu been made of 


these Hebrews that they do not learn 
our language, and that they do not seek 
to understand the institutions of this 
country. If you agree with the crincs, 
you will do well to road carefully thf-so 
words lately utt«red in reply by a Rus- 
sian Hebrew who has beeu some years 
in America: 
* 


"I kuow of 50 young Russian He- 


brews," says ho, "who have worked at 
tailoring; for wi etched wages just long 
enough to sa\e sufficient money to en- 
able them to buy a paokful of trinkets 
an?1 -imcracks, with which to go out in- 
to the country as peddlers, their object 
being principally to acquire the English 
language. As peddlers they could un- 
doubtedly do better iu the cities, for in 
the cities there are more people to buy 
than in the country districts, but in the 
country they can learn the English Lm- 
guago lunch easier than they can in the 
city, for in the country ninety-nine hun- 
drcdtlis of the people speak English 
only, and the peddler, to sell anything 
at all, must speak it also. 


'•Any one who goes into the Hebrew 


quarter of any American city," the 
speaker cmimnctl, "will observe that 
the Hebrew a ai c very fond of 'debatin 
societies., rutV'any one who listens to the 
debates at a.sy of these society meetings 
will soon ravisp his notions, if he has 
held that Hebrews do not study the in- 
stitutions ci tins country, fornme-teutiis 
of the subjects eonsidei-ed pertain to 
"America and its government. The Rus- 
sian Hebrew who has conieto America," 
the speaker concluded, "has for tlie'-fl 
time in InsM'e got a chance 1'orhimt.flf, 
aud he proposes to become a factor of 
some consequence in this new, fiee 
land."
